Ottawa, Ont., May 11.—Hundreds of 


homes and-milllong of feet of lumber 
were destroyed by a fire which swept 
over a large portion of this city and 
because of the damaged water pipe* 
got beyond the control of the firemen. 
The fire is believed to be the work of 
an Incendiary, and a suspect is under 
arrest. 


John White, who was recently re- 


leased from the penitentiary after 
serving a term of imprisonment for 
arson, was caught near where the fire 
was first discovered. He was taken 
to the police station and will be 
charged with starting the conflagra- 
titon. The fire originated within a 
stone's throw of where the great Hull 
fire of April 26, 1900, was checked. 


Two hours before the principal fire 


started two smaller blazea were dis- 
covered auu qulcxiy extinguished in 
the lumber yards. Then the third was 
discovered. When the brigade arrived 
at the scene it was found that the 
water main had been damaged and no 
water could be obtained. When the 
brigade did get water the fire was 
utterly beyond its control. It Swept 
along over the same ground that the 
former fire had gone. There is a large 
cliff whicV extends from the Ottawa 
river into the corner of Margaret and 
Peston' streets. The fire area was on 
the fiats below the cliff. 
At two or 


three points it came very near getting 
over the cliff, and had it done so noth- 
ing would have saved the city. 


Firemen Remained Idle. 


While the fire was burning.fiercely 


among the lumber piles, - the whole 
.brigade of the; city, which, had been 
summoned, were forced to remain idle. 
For an hour not, a drop of water was 
thrown on the flames. A stiff south- 
west wind was blowing and by the 
time the water main had been re- 
paired the'lumber yards were a mass 
of glowing embers. From the lumber 
yards the flames spread to a group of 
frame houses. Every house in the lit- 
tle settlement was destroyed. 


Fifteen million feet of lumber were 


destroyed. It belonged chiefly to J. 
R. Booth and was sold. The loss on 
the lumber will be about $300,000. The 
buildings burned were 
principally 


dwelling houses and stores. They 
were all built since the last great nre 
and were either solid brick or brick 
venered, aa the city would not permit 
of any other kind being erected. The 
loss on the buldlings Is estimated at 
various figures. Mayor Cook said that 
there were from 600 to 600 families 
homeless, or about 2,000 individuals. 
AH the parties are supposed to be well, 
Insured. 


Mayor Cook estimated the loss on 


buildings at $300,000, making a total 
toss of $600,000.

Reach- - 
ing under his pillow he drew out hto 
pistol and turned -, over to his mother 
to keep.. He made no show of resist* 
ance and was landed in Jail at Win- 
chester. 


Will Not Talk of the Crime, 


In the jail Jett waa communicative 


on all matters save the killing of Mar- 
cum. 
"I'll get out of this all right," 


was the only statement he would 
make that: could be construed aa a 
reference to the charge. He said he 
wanted to be tried in Breathitt county. 
He was bitter in denouncing his uncle 
who had him arrested, and said that 
the score would be evened up when 
he was at liberty, 
vv'hett asked in ref- 


erence to the statement that five men 
would testify that he killed Marcum,

replied.

To Sheriff McChord he wa* equally
